Then he had a serious talk with 
them. The substance of the talk was 
this: 
- "If you go to bed when you feel a 
cold coming on, take some 
simple 
treatment, keep warm, and rest, you 
have nine chances out- of 
ten 
of 
breaking it up in a day or two. 
Of 
course hitherto you haven't felt like 
taking a day off just because you were 
afraid a cold was coming on, and so 
you have come to' work and the cold 
has grown worse and lasted perhaps 
a week perhaps longer.
